4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

Bovine viral diarrhea virus (BVDV) is responsible for major economic losses to the cattle industry. The ability of the virus 
to mutate and change is important to the pathogenesis of the virus. By understanding the mechanisms responsible for the 
generation of antigenic diversity and increased virulence during acute infections, measures can be taken to improve 
current control and prevention methods for BVDV in cattle such as vaccination methods. The objectives of the challenge 
studies are to characterize the pathogenesis of various field strains of BVDV and evaluate the ability of various vaccines 
to prevent clinical signs of disease and the spread of virus during infection.

In order to measure ability of protection, the scoring of clinical signs and evidence of disease is essentiai to measuring the 
response to vaccination and/or virus challenge. Treating the animals may mask the presentation of clinical signs. 
Therefore, following virus challenge the disease will be allowed to run itss course. However, if secondary infections or 
complications occur (such as lespiratory tract disease), the animals may be treated if required or euthanized when 
appropriate as described prevtou^y.
